Warning the driver nbt to follow 
them or to call police, they drove rap- 
idiy toward the ferry building at the 


foot of Market street and were lost in 
the traffic. 

The robbery took place so quickly 
that many persons in the vicinity 
failed to comprehend what was going 
on.

600,000 JOBLESS IN 
GERMANY; MANY 
WORK PART TIME 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 
BERLIN, Aug. 8.—Germany’s un- 
employment is rapidly increasing. 
Close to 600,000 laborers are without 
means of support today, while another 
600,000 are working only two or three 
days a week. Forty thousand textile 
workers at Munchen-Gladbach today 
were given notice to quit on Aug. 25 
unless they agree to sweeping wage 
reductions. With the weekly increase 
in unemployment in the Ruhr and oth- 
er industrial centers, this would bring 
the total close to 650,000. 

The labor ministry hag little hope of 
improving the situation vefore winter. 
On the contrary, it is estimated by 
prominent officials that more than 700,- 
000 will be jobless on Oct. 1, with many 
more working only two days a weck. 

The crisis finds its source first in 
the fact that the industrialists are 
unwilling to reorganize on a pre-war 
basis, and second, the high price of 
money is making it impossible for 
many factories to work at a profit with 
borrowed capital.

DREAM SPEEDS 
FASCIST ARMING 


Push Into Africa.

PARIS, Aug. 8.—Italy’s new policy 
is a world empire—imperialism. Ex- 
pansion on land, dominance on sea, by 
the creation of a great army, navy and 
air force, and taking a determined 
part in all new European balances of 
power and alignments—these are the 
main features of the policy announced 
by Premier Mussolini. 

This program of Italian impertalism 
is due largely to the United States’ 
immigration policies. Italy today is 
land hungry like Japan. With its 
population increasing 600,000 yearly 
and the country already overcrowded 
by 6,000,000, America’s closing its door 
to Italian fmmigration has forced Pre- 
mier Mussolini to look for new lands 
to conquer, 

“Future Lies on Sea.” 

Today Italy’s foreign policy turns 
towards the domination of the Mediter- 
ranean and Adriatic and contention 
with France, Spain, and England for, 
the domination of Africa. For the de- 
velopment of a colonial empire, Italy 
needs a stronger fleet, which Sig. Mus- 
solini wants but cannot build on ac- 
count of the nation’s low finances. 
Yet, navalism is rampant in Italy. 
Only the other day posters appeared 
everywhere with the words, “ Italy’s 
future lies on the sea.’’ 

With America closed to Italian col- 
onization, Africa is the natural outlet, 
and right now Italy is doing its ut- 
most to get into the Moroccan war. 
Premier Mussolini is greatly chagrined 
because France and Spain have not in- 
vited him: to participate in the war 
on the Rifflans, and Great Britain has 
failed to accept his proposals to mix 
in the Moroccan affair.

SYRIAN REVOLT 
AGAINST FRENCH 


Fight for Independence 


for Country.

PARIS, Aug. 8.—The situation of 
the French military forces in Syria, 
where the Druse tribesmen are in re- 
volt, continues to be serious. The wild 
and warlike Bedouins from the desert 
surrounding Mauran have joined the 
Druses and announced that they are 
fighting not only for themselves but 
for the independence of the whole of 
Syria. The combined forces have 
raised the banner of the Syrian union, 
formeriy headed by the erstwhile King 
Feisal who was ousted by the French 
from Syria in 1919. The rebels now 

held the entire state of Drug. 

Gen. Sarrafl, commander in chief of 
the French forces tn Syria, has sent an 
urgent request to Paris for reinforce 
ments. The forces under his command 
have already suffered severe setbacks 
in the fighting against the Druses. 
Two columns sent to the relief of the

his warriors to cross the border and 
go to the aid of the Druses. 


Charge British Pict. 


In this connection certain French 
correspondents in the east charge that 
the British backers of “Emir Abdullah 
are sponsoring his efforts to aid the 
Druses so as to make the French gov- 
ernment stop flirting with Russia. The 
French correspondents also explain 
that the British covet southern Syria 
because a high range of mountains 
cuts off Trans-Jordania and a part of 
Palestine from the east, compelling all 
trade routes to the east te pass through 
the Druse country. 

Added to the various cross currents 
of intrigue, menacing the precarious 
French hold on the mandated territory 
of Syria, is the agitation of the Turk 
and bolsheviks. The Turks are try- 
ing to regain control of Syria.

MODERN SLAVE. 


In the grain belt Arthur Evans found they call a 
harvester-thfasher a combine. Three men run it. 
It goes into a field of wheat and when it comes 
out thé grain is ready for a truck to take it to the 
elevator. There was not much labor shortage in 
many grain fields this harvest. There was a sur- 
plus of labor in the city labor centers. 

Young people leave the farms for the cities. The 
boys and girls go into town, but it does not make 
so much difference now. They started doing this 
before there was a combine to go into a field of 
standing grain and come out the other gate with 
the finished product of that field. Then it did 
make a difference, 

Machinery is the modern slave. We have shut 
off the supply of labor from Europe. People said 
that some one had to dig ditches and that Ameri- 
cans of ten years or three hundred years’ pedigree 
would not do it. A mechagical ditch digger does 
it better than a dozen hafd working European 
laborers. 

An American contractor could build the pyra- 
mids in jig time. He would do it with machines, 
not men. The American housewife used to wonder 
if she could get a maid who could understand Eng- 
lish and be willing to work. Now she pushes in 
electric plugs and turns switches, cleans by vac- 
uum, puts her clothes in one washer, her dishes 
in another, her dinner in a time regulated oven, 
sews by an electrically driven machine, and meets 
her husband at the station in a car after she has 
brought her children honie from school in it. And 
the personal maids’ work is done by a professional 
hairdresser with machines.

Known 
reserves of iron amount to about 3 Dillion tons, 
while probable iron reserves are estimated at 
more than 70 billion tons or enough to last 20 
centuries at the present rate of consumption.” 
Our copper reserves are estimated at about one- 
third of the world’s total. Our petroleum and 
lumber reserves are dwindling, but the great basic 
‘ndustrial commodities, coal, iron and copper, are 
virtually inexhaustible. 

But physical resources are not everything. The 
quality of our people, their energy and initiative, 
and our institutions, political, social, and economic, 
is such as to insure the active development and 
use of what nature has in store. Russia also has 
@normous resources and China also. Our situa- 
‘tion is not only trémendously strong but it is 

rdinarily stable and independent, because 
Iwhile our wealth and production are vast we 
“possess the greatest of the world’s markets at 
fhome. Our output is great, but our consumption 


\yls great also, because under American conditions 


of life our standard of ng is the highest in 
the world. We have a large and growing export, 
but it is overshadowed by our consuming power. 
Thus, we are producing 838 per cent of the motor 
vehicles of the world and take all but 5 per cent 
at home; we produce 72 per cent of the crude 
oll, but have to import, We consume 71 per cent 
of the rubber output of the world, and of all export- 
able goods produced in 1921, including agricultural 
and manufactured commodities, minerals and 
lumber, we exported only 11 per cent. 

In other words, we have not only vast riches 
of nature, but vaster riches of national character 
for the development of nature's gifts for the en- 
richment of our lives. Our wealth is broad based 
and widely distributed and our economic system 
and social conditions stimulate industry, invention, 
alert adjustment to conditions. We have a price-

labor by the great slave, machinery. Gasoline is 
the hired man of the farm. It is getting a helper 
in electricity. Casual labor is not so mttch needed 
in*a farming community. It does not require so 
large a population. The boys need not stay on 
the farm if they do not want to do so. They can 
go into the city and work in a factory making 
automobiles, tractors, combines or radios, phono- 
graphs or concrete mixers. They are working on 
the farm in the factory. 

Machinery not only breaks the soil, plants the 
seed, cultivates, reaps, and markets it; it not only 
slaves for the farm wife and housewife, but when 
it has done working it entertains. 

It brings dance or orchestral music to the farm 
or the flat dweller by radio. In the car it takes 
the family over a hard road which the concrete 
mixer has laid to the movie show. Farmers 
are not crooked backed nowadays with using the 
scythe and cradle, with turning hay with a fork, 
with thrashing and loading grain. The wife of an 
energetic farmer is not going insane from isolation.

MOROCCO. 

Premier Painleve of France, speaking at Autun, 
said that France would have to hold Morocco or 
lose all ker north African colonies: That, he 
went on, would mean the collapse of the entire 
French imperial structure,’ the loss of France’s 
position as a world power and even of French 
economic independence. : 

With M. Painleve’s statement that if Morocco 
goes, Algiers and the rest go too, we are inclined 
to agree. There is really no geographical bound- 
ary between the north African provinces to make 
it easy to abandon one and hold another and it 
is unquestionably true, in addition, that the aban- 
donment of Morocco will mean a serious loss of 
prestige for France in Africa. 

"At the same time, we believe M. Painleve’s 
picture of the consequences of a retirement from 
Morocco is somewhat too gloomy. Apparently 
he believes that France’s military power in Europe 
depends largely upon the divisions-of Africans 
which France is training and may be able to 
import into Europe if a war comes. We do not 
believe that the record made by the African sol- 
diers in the last war justifies placing so great a 
reliance upon them. The Moroccan divisions were 
splendid, but the Senegalese were not. There ap- 
pears to be little doubt that modern warfare calls 
for a nervous organization which primitive races 
lack. In only one respect, a higher immunity 
to the effects of mustard gas, are the Africans 
comparable as military materia] to Europeans. 
We doubt if African legions will ever cut much 
of a figure in a European war. 

‘We doubt, also, the economic worth of the north 
African colonies. A narrow strip of fertile sea- 
board territory leads to mountains and then the 
desert. If the region has any considerable min- 
eral wealth it has yet to be discovered although 
the country has been thoroughly explored through 
thousands of years.

THERMOMETERS. 


N determining comfort, several qual- 

ities of the air must be taken into 

consideration. Among these are tem- 

perature, humidity, air motion, and 
sunshine or shadow. An instrument like 
the ordinary thermometer which reg- 
isters temperature only may deceive us, 
if we conclude from reading it whether 
or not the heat is uncomfortable. For 
most purposes, a wet-and-dry bulb ther- 
mometer is a more reliable guide, in 
that it tells us of two qualities: tem- 
perature and moisture. A third instru- 
| Sat the Katathermometer, is an im- 
provement over the other two, in that 
it measures rate of cooling and, in a 
certain sense, takes note of temperature, 
humidity and air movement. 

McConnell says a temperature of 57.7 
degrees, with no air motion, is too cold 
for comfort; one of 85.6 degrees, with an 
air motion of 500 feet per minute, is too 
hot and that somewhere in between there 
is a combination of temperature and air 
movement which most people will find 
comfortable.

The reason is that when | 
air is hotter than a certain temperature, | 
and at the same time saturated with 
moisture, circulation adds nothing to 
comfort. The fans in the windows and 
in the air ducts from the hoods do good 
because they abstract moisture as well 
as heat from the room.

REFUSES RAISE IN RENT. 


Chicago, July 31.—[To the Legal Friend 
of the People.}—What recourse have I if 
I refuse to accept a raise in my rent 
which is unjust? How long can I hold on 
to my flat now if I refuse the raise. In 
other words, how much notice should I 
have of such a raise before I would have 
to move? Just what is done in such 
cases?

In case of tenancy at a monthly rent 
| alee there has never been an agreement for 


tenancy or the landlord can increase the 


rent at the end of any month of the tenancy

The service of such notice does noi 


relieve the tenant of the obligation to pay 
rent up to the end of his tenancy. Since 
the statute merely specifies that the “ lan@ 
lord shall have the right to terminate the 
tenancy by 60 days’ notice in writing,” the 
legal effect of an oral notice is not clear. 

If a tenant of residence property in a 
city, town or village holds over and the 
landlord sues for possession, the judge has 
discretionary power to grant to the tenant @ 
months’ stay of execution upon the tenant's 
giving bond to pay rent at a figure fixed by 
the judge. If the lessor demands notice of 
the leasee’s intention as to applying for a 
stay, the lessee must notify or no stay will 
be granted. No provision in a lease shall 
operate to increase damages for holdovet 
above the rate of previous rent.

“It was 
also on Oct. 27, 1776, that a special com- 
mittee presented to the continental con- 
gress a bill providing for construction 
of the first ships of the navy.

Navy’s Place in National Life. 

“Tt should be made clear that the

Washington, D. C., Aug. 8.—([{Spe- 
cial.J}—John Temple Graves, for many 
years known throughout the country 
as an editor and ‘lecturer, died at his 
home today, after an illness of several 
weeks. His health had been failing 
for the last two’ years. He was 69 
years old. 

Mr. Graves was a colorful figure in 
journalism and was ranked with’ the 
leading orators of his generation. His 
newspaper career began as a re 
porter. Later he became managing 
editor of the Jacksonville (Fla.) Union, 

In 1907 he became associated with 
William Randolph Hearst and was an 
editor for Hearst papers in Chicago 
and New York. Last year he served as 
editor of the Palm Beach (fla.) Post 
and Hendersonville (N. C.) Times. 

Mr. Graves figured prominently in 
many political campaigns. While in 
New York he became a candidate of 
the Hearst Independence party for 
Vice President of the United States. 

In recent years Mr. Graves had de- 
voted much, time on the lecture plat- 
form in advocacy of world peace.

Inquiry on Chicago Train 
Disaster Closed. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 8.—[Spec- 
ial.}J—No evidence was found of neg- 
ligence on the part of railroad offi- 
cials or employes in an investigation 
of the wreck of a Delaware & Lacka- 
wanna railroad train from Chicago 
,;near Hackettstown, N. J., on June 16, 
when forty-five passerigers, four em- 
ployes and a Pullman porter were 
killed and twenty-three passengers it:- 
jured, according to the report of W. 
FP. Borland, director of the Bureau of 
Safety of the Interstate Commerce 
commission, which was made public 
today.

The train, en route to Hoboken, was 
carrying a large number of German 
born persons from middle western 
states who were planning a summer 
vacation in their old homes in Europe. 
There had been a severe rainstorm and 
rocks washed down the — caused 
a derailment.

Train Going 50 Miles An Hour.

GERMANS EXPECT 
EARLY SOLUTION 
OF RHINE TANGLE 


Predict Accord with 
Allies in October.

BERLIN, Aug. 8.—A solution of the 
security, armament, and military con- 
trol problems by the middle of Octo- 
ber is confidently expected by Wiil- 
helmstrasse, following the develop- 
ments of the last few days, THs TRIB- 
UNE learns from a high source today. 
The negotiations between Foreign 
Minister Stresemann and Gen. Walch 
regarding the. fulfillment of the allied 
disarmament demands have been pro- 
gressing satisfactorily for several 
weeks, until today prospects for an 
agreement which will lead to evacua- 
tion of Cologne are bright. 


See Cologne Accord. 
The evacuation of the Ruhr and the 
promised departure of allied troops 


from Dusseldorf and Duisberg on Aug. 
15 has created a new atmosphere in the 
conversations between the German 
foreign minister and Gen. Walch. For 
the first time since Jan. 23 this cloud 
has been removed from the Franco- 
German relations. It is believed here 
that some agreement regarding the 
evacuation of Cologne will be reached 
before the end of August. 

The French answer to the German 
security reply is expected in Berlin 
soon,. but not before the reichstag 
closes its sessions for the holidays. It 
is hoped by Wilhelmstrasse that the 
reichstag members will be away when 
the French note arrives, for Herr 
Stresemann and Chancellor Luther 
prefer to continue the negotiations on 
the basis of the outlines of the last 
German note, without interference 
from the radical elements of parlia- 
ment. 

Expect Conference. 

Wilhelmstrasse believes one more 
exchange of notes will lead to the cali- 
ing of a preliminary conference to de- 
cide the basis on which an agreement 
might be reached, thus clearing the 
way for a general] allied-German m:>et- 
ing at the end of September either in 
Geneva or Brussels.

_. PATENTS, IS CLAIM 


New York, Aug. 3.—(#)—The New 
York World will say tomorow that the 
secrets for manufacturing a motor fuel 
far more efficient than’ gasoline and 
synthetic wood alcohol have been dis- 


‘ 


seized by the alien pro custodian 
during the war and turned over to the 
chemical foundation six years ago. 

As a result of this discovery, at 
least two industries—the automobile 
industry, capitalized at $2,000,000,000 
and the $100,000,000 wood alcohol in- 
dustry in this country face a revoluv- 
tion in production methods. The pat- 
ents are also said to describe pro 
ceskes for manufacturing a steel that 
is lighter, stronger and cheaper than 
that now made and other products. 

Filed before the war, the patents 
were so cunningly worded in vague 
terms that their real value was not 
suspected until Thomas Delehanty, 
department of commerce chemist, ex- 
amined them recently. 

During the war 4,500 German pat- 
ents in this country were seized and 
turned over to the chemical founda- 
tion for $250,000. Any company in 
this country with a 75 per cent Amer- 
ican personnel may license them for 
$100 per patent’ and five per cent 
royalties. 


DEFICIT CLEARED 
BY NEAR EAST 


Generous contributions from the 
American public during the last year 
and volunteer codperative service have 
assisted the Near East Relief to clear 
up a deficit of $300,000 since the be 
ginning of the current fiscal year, ac- 
cording’ to the annual report of the 
organization just published. The re- 
port states that contributions received 
amounted to $4,265,322, while expendi- 
tures reached $3,966,329. It is hoped 
to come through the present year with- 
out any financial embarrassment. 

It is estimated that at least one mil- 
lion people had some part in the finan- 
cial contributions, while approximately 
12,000 persons registered for volunteer 
service. A total of 554,978 individuals 
were assisted in the Causcasus, Persia, 
Greece, Syria and Palestine, of whom 
the great majority were women and 
children. Clothing service was given 
to 424,353 persons. |

Chicago Outgrows Plans. 

Originally the railroads decided that 
the Chicago Junction railway could 
provide adequately for the freight 
swi of Chicago. That served 
about y square miles. Then came 
the Chicago Belt railway, cutting a cir- 
cle with a radius of about ten miles 
from the heart of the city. It served 
about 200 square miles, which is ap 
proximately the square mileage ar i 
within the corporate limits. 

The railroads foresaw the trend of 
development about fifteen years ago 
and constructed the Indiana Harbor 
belt road. That runs about nineteen 
miles from the center of the city and 
serves about 400 square miles. That 


'constructed. It runs from Porter, Ind., 
west and southwest, rkirting Ham- 
/mond, Ind., and Chicago Heights; I1l., 


then north to Elgin, then north and 
east to Waukegan. Its circle swings 
around on a radius of about thirty-five 
miles from the loop and serves approx- 
imately 1,750 square miles. 

The State of Chicago. 

That 1,750 square miles is a trifle 
more than one-seventh of the total 
area of Belgium and a little less than 
one-seventh of Holland. It is 70 per 
cent larger than the land area of the 
state of Rhode Island and is within 
200 square miles of the total area of 
the state of Delaware. 

That is one view of the amount of 
territory within the metropolitan dis- 
trict of Chicago, but its confines are 
considered too narrow for the busi- 
nesses of telephone, electric light and 
power and of real estate subdividers. 
They have gone out still farther, but 
the freight belt lines—for reasuns 
which will be indicated—supply a usa- 
ble measure of anticipated outside de- 
velopments. 

The Elgin, Joliet & Eastern road is 
not a real estate purchase where some- 
thing may be constructed. It is not 
a linking together of small existing 
properties. It is a reality which: the 
rialroads planned, constructed and 
have operated for a number of years.

LONDON, Aug. 7.—Now that parlia- 
ment has arisen for the summer holl- 
day and the coal strike has been 
pushed beck about a year, the busi- 
ness men and politicians are begin- 
ning to take stock of the Bbitish in- 
dustrial situation and the results are 
far from’ encouraging. All are prac- 
tically agreed that England is in for 
a period of very hard times, and un- 
less the situation is most skillfully 
handled for serious labor troubles. 

The return to a gold basis imme- 
diately affected the price of British coal 
for export, without any corresponding 
reduction in the cost of production. 
The mine owners tried to meet this 
situation by a reduction in wages, but 
as the prices of the essential commodi- 
ties in Great Britain remained un- 
changed and the miners were under 
paid anyway, the miners rejected the 
nation wide 
strike, which would Include all tran 
port workers as well as miners, wis 
threatened. 

May Face More Subsidies. 

Prime Minister Baléwin avoided a 
national calamity by granting a sub- 
si@y which assures both wages and 
profits for a period while a royal 
commission is investigating the coal 
industry, but he is likely to be faced 
by a similar situation in other trades, 
the only difference being that. they 
are not as vital to the national ex- 
istence as coal. Already there is a 
big strike in the Bradford woolen mills 
and another big struggle is threatened 
in the Lancashire cotton factories.

St. Paul, Minn., Aug. 8 —{Special. }— 
Business is picking up rapidly in the 
northwest, the refiection of the new 
wealth in agriculture fram good crops 
at higher prices. A 1,500 mile auto tour 
of Minnesota and the two Dakotas 
has revealed that the area of the rad- 
ical wheat uprising of two years ago 
has been transmogrified into a zone 
of optimism. 

Farmers who were on the ragged 
edge of bankruptcy in 1923 this year 
are on easy street, and when the new 
money from the crops comes tn a sea- 
son of buying is in sight that will 
eclipse anything since the peak period 
five years or so back.

Throughout the region the mercan- 
tile and financial] and industrial situa- 
tion registers a vast improvement over 
@& year ago. Everywhere the whole- 
salers and retailers in the big cities 
and the hamlets are looking for a good 
winter and fall trade. 

This time the farmer, will have more 
money for real spending than last 
year, when much of the new money 
had to be spent in discharging old 
debts. 

From all indications agriculture in 
the two Dakotas, Montana, and Minne- 
sota will get 8 to 10 per cent more dol- 
lars than it did last year. In other 
words, for every dollar the average 
farmer received in 1924, he will prob- 
ably get $1.10 in 1925. And this time, 
with old debt burdens wiped out, a 
larger share than ever will represent 
the velvet.

Publicity of Returns Now 
Seems Certain.

Washington, D. C, Aug. 8.—{[{Spe 
cial.J—Discussion of congressional 
leaders and administration spokesmen 
relative to the approaching revision of 
revenue laws make it virtually cePtain 
that normal taxes as well as surtaxes 
will be reduced, that corporation taxes 
will be shaved somewhat and that es 
tate and miscellaneous taxes will 
either be repealed or sharply cut. 

Numerous changes in rates are In 
prospect between the time the new 
revenue bill leaves the house ways and 
means committee and its final enact- 
ment into law, but a forecast of its 
final form, based on the present opin- 
ion of well informed observers, is 
about as follows: 

Normal taxes—The .new rates may 
range from 1 to & per cent instead 
of from 2 to 6 per cent as at present. 
Rates which prevailed prior to the en- 
actment of the 1924 act were 4 and 8 
per cent. ms 


Surtaxes to Get Ax. 


Surtaxes—Reduction of the maxti- 
mum surtax from 40 per cent to 20 per 
cent seems increasingly probable. That 
it will be cut to at least as low as 25 
per cent is a certainty. The maximum 
was 50 per cent prior to 1924. 

Corporation taxes—The present flat 
rate of 12% per cent on corporation 
earnings is likely to be reduced to 10 
per cent.

ASHINGTON, D. C. — From 
the standpoint of safety, the 
advent of millions of women 
drivers must be regarded as 
an encouraging factor for the reason 
tests conductéd under 
scientific observation have proven 
that women drivers are every inch 
as competent, if not more competent 
that men, according to a statemeni 
issued from the national headquarters 
of the American Automobile associa-

woman at the wheel of an automobile 
is less dependable than a man, is

The tests themselves were conducted 
by Dr. F. A. Moss of the Institute 
of Government Research, who is one 
of the leading psychologists of the 
country. Dr. Moss was assisted by

attached to the mechanical engineer- 
ing department of the bureau of stand- 
ards. 

Two of the tests in which the women 
outscored the men are of particular 
importance because they are among 
the primary factors that constitute 
driving. ability. These are: 

First, the speed with which the driv- 
er reacts to danger and takes steps 
to avert it, such as applying the 
brakes. : 

Second, the consistency with which 
the driver responds in such a situa- 
tion.

Not only did the women show a 
quicker reaction time but they were 
The groups tested 
consisted of men and women selected 
from the students of George Washing- 
ton university, who had come from 
all over the country. Precautions were 
taken so that they averaged about._the 
same as far as previous experience in

women might be expected to be radi- 
cally different from that of men. The 
experiments fail to substantiate this 
belief. The average reaction time of 
the ten college women was 0.56 sec- 
onds, while that of twenty-five men 
from the same institution was 0.59 sec-

“Women have also been accused 
of being more variable than men; and 
the data are of interest in throwing 
light on this matter. The mean varia- 
bility of the ten women students of 
George Washington university was 
0.17 seconds, while that of the twenty- 
five men students was 0.22 seconds.”

The apparatus by means of which 
these tests were carried out consisted 
of an automobile with two revolvers 
mounted on the under side of the run- 
ning board. One revolver was fired 
by the examiner as a signal for the 
driver to apply the brakes d the 
other was fired automatically when the 
initial motion to apply the brake pedal 
was made. The shells were loaded 
with red lead so that when either re- 
volver was fired a bright red spot 
Was made on the road. The distance 
between the two spots, combined with 
the rate at which the machine was 
going, gave the reaction time. 

“Speaking of reaction-time,” said 
Dr, Moss, “it is only another way of 
asking how long it takes the driver

North Dakota 
farmers are recovering at a rapid 
rate following the crash in this state 
a few years ago. While North Da- 
_ Kota was probably hit the hardest of 
any state in the country during the 
period of depression following the war, 
John Lee Coulter, president of the 
agricultural college at Fargo, declares 
that the generai adoption of a diver- 
sified system of agriculture during the 
last five years has made it possible 
for the farmers to go faster and farther 
toward recovery than any of the other 
states. 
When wheat took a tumble a few 
years ago, throwing hundreds ‘into 
bankruptcy, North Dakota farmers 
came to a sudden realization that their 
one crop system of farming—growing 
wheat almost exclusively—had to be 
changed. At that time they ate out 
of tin cans that were piled high in 
country stores, depending little upon 
their farms to produce the family sup- 
‘ply of vegetables, fruits, bacon, and 
.@airy products. Surveys showed that 


, pepper, salt, sugar, tea, and coffee, 
was insignificant compared’ with the 
_rest of the supplies that go on the 
family table, and that the bulk of the 
_food could be produced at home.

More and More Creameries. 

Another evidence of the effects of 
the new farming system is found in 
the fact that big creameries have had 
to be built to take care of the sur- 
plus cream that is being produced in 
the state. During the last three years 
several big creamery plants, as well 
as small plants, have been’ built, in- 
cluding big ones at Fargo and Grand 
Forks and at Moorhead, Minn., just 
across the state line. Several central- 
ized collecting stations have been estab- 
lished to take care of the chicken and 
egg production on North Dakota 
farms. 

When farmers got interested in the 
“grow your own” plan they began 
to search the timber along the streams 
on their farms for wild honey bees 
with headquarters in old hollow trees. 
That has resulted in the starting of 


many home apiaries, and last fall for| 


the first time farmers in this state pro- 
duced enough surplus honey from the 
wild colonies of bees to ship it in car- 
load lots. 

Hundreds of carloads of poles and 
posts have been shipped from Minne- 


EEE 


sota to be used in building sheds and 
barns for the cows and hogs and sheep. 

To encourage this, railroads reduced 
freight rates on posts and poles forty 
per cent. One Minnesota farmer has 
\gold more than 70 carloads of posts; 
and poles during the last year, and the 
demand has been so great that rail-| 
roads have extended the time limit on; 
their rate reduction schedules, to aid’ 
the North Dakota farmers in providing 
shelter for their new flocks and herds. 

An illustration of how the hog pop- 
ulation is being increased is found in 
Grand Forks county, where there.were 
only about 16,000 hogs five years ago. 
Today there are more than 22,000. 
Wheat acreage in the same county has 
been cut frém 282,000 to 186,000 acres, 
whith illustrates the swing from wheat 
to other crops. 

Smaller Farm Favored. 

Farmers are so convinced that the 
diversification plan pays they have in- 
troduced several new crops, including 
sugar beets, in the Red River valley. 
In small ‘fields of from five to six acres, 
farmers in the valley last year pro- 
duced more than 60,000 tons of beets, 
which had to be shipped to a factory 
at Chaska, Minn., near Minneapolis. 
Beet growing thas increased at such a 
rapid rate in the Red river valley that 
a factory which will cost $2,500,000 is 
being built at Grand Forks, N. D., to 
take care of the 1926 crop. 

The big wheat farms in the state 
are being cut into smaller units. The 
average sized farm here today is about 
480 acres, and advocates of the new 
system say 240 would be enough. North 
Dakota now has about 75,000 farm 
units, and leaders of the diversifica- 
tion farming plan think there should 
be a further reducticn in the size of 
the farms to make 150,000 units. In 
the eastern part of the state farms 
are being broken up into half and 
quarter sections. 

The increased prosperity of the 
North Dakota farmer under the new 
scheme of agricultute is reflected in 
the state agricultural college’s enroll- 
ment. During the last four years, 
when practically every one of the 
other similar land grant colleges have 
suffered a great reduction in thir 
attendance, this school at Fargo has 
increased gradually, climbing from ar. 
enrollment of 1,123 in 1921 to 1,620 
at the close of the last year’s session.

SN’T it odd that ants should go out

Ants have their herds of cattle, as 
have men. The ant cattle are tiny 
insects known as aphids, Aphids are 
plant lice, You may see them in great 
numbers out toward the growing tips 
of the rosebush or clustered in the 
heart of the full blown rose. Unless 
you spray them, they may quite spoil 
the plant. 

The milk that these aphids gtve is 

not milk, but honey. They are sap 

suckers, and the 

sap of most plants, | 
suck into the sap streams the aphids 
have an inexhaustible food supply. At 
times so many of.them gather on 
plants that there is no sap left to 
nourish those plants, and they die. 

But so well fed are the aphids that 

they actually overflow with honey 

water.

So the honey gatherers repair to the 
dining rooms and there go about dis- 
gorging honey for the refreshment of 
all those variously assigned battalions. 


In this rid it is usually true that 
pay in one y or another must be 
made for materials of value procured. 
It is true that the anf renders service 
to the ephid in payment for its honey. 
The ants take care of the aphid herds. 
They drive the aphid enemies away. 
When the winter comes they take the 
aphids underground with them and 
care for them.

When disturbed the worker 
ants grab these aphids and hurry to a 
place of safety with them. They must 
save mothers for the aphid herds that 
grow so rapidly in the spring. . 

Aphids are enemies of man. Upon 
occasion they quite ruin his crops by 
drinking all the sap that nourishes 
them. The ants as protectors of the 
aphids are antagonistic to the well 
being of man. The harm they do man 
in this respect is a thousand times as 
great as the harm they do in stealing

the rabbit may be cooked too long. 
For two or three people, grate a half 
pound of American cheese—the dryer 
sort rather than the oily. Melt a 
tablespoon of butter in upper part of 
chafing dish, add a teaspoon or more 
of paprika according to taste, or less, 
@ quarter of a teaspoon of salt or 
none, and a tablespoon of milk. Mix 
these thoroughly, add the cheese, and 
stir until it has melted to a thick 
cream, adding two or three more table- 
spoons of milk as required. A bit of 
French mustard gives what is:some 
times called an “old” flavor. 

Stir until it bubbles, and then turn 
on toasted bread on hot plates. It 
may bea trifle stringy, but should 
not be greatly so, Anchovy essence 
may be used to season it. Instead 
of the milk, a sieved tomato, cooked, 
may be used in the same quantity, 
in. which case it is called a “ blushing 
bunny.”

“In not 
a singlé case have I found truth in 
these stories. If, for instance, a Wyo- 
ming school teacher catches a distant 
glimpse of a lobo wolf, the story is 
broadcast far and wide. After it has 
been retold a few times the poor teach- 
er has been maimed for life or is still 
barricaded in the school house praying 


fervently for help.”

in the way of mammoth electric loco- 
motives and the biggest electrical on- 

feats. Here physical and 
other conditions demand engines of 
great power. We have heard a great 
deal about the mighty steam Mallet 
locomotives, some of them weighing 
over 400 tons; but not so much about 
their electric rivals. 

Some time ago a unique contest be- 
tween steam and electricity was car- 
ried out at Erie. Two powerful modern 
steam engines of the class used for 
hauling the big limited trains on the 
New York Central railway were linked 
together and pitted in a pushing match 
against a single electric locomotive, de- 
signed for similar service on the most 
westerly section of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul railway. The elec- 
tric pusher was driven backwards some 
distance without opposition, but when

The electric locomotive was 
driven ahead for a time by the others, 
then it was called upon to check them, 
which it did by simply reversing the 
motors so that they acted like dynamos 
and pumped power into the conductors 
and back to the power station, the con- 
tribution amounting at times to over 
2,600 horse power. 


In America great stretches’ of main 
lines have been electrified and are 
worked by electric passenger and 
freight locomotives, of up to 4,000 horse 
power. The feats performed by some 
of these monsters in mountainous dis- 
tricts are indeed astonishing. On the 
Norfolk and Western railway coal 
trains of 3,250 tons are taken up 2 per 
cent grades by two electric haulers at 
double the speed previously attained 
by three of the largest Mallet steam lo- 


comotives. This is but one instance | 


out of many that could be quoted. The 
secret of the electric locomotive’s co- 
lossal strength is, of course;that a very 
much larger percentage of its total 
weight can be devoted to the apparatus 
that gives rotation to its wheels, since 
itt draws its energy from an outside 
source instead of from a ponderous 
bofler.
